An Ottawa government an- 
nouncement’' appointing 
George Prudham, MP for Ed- 
monton West, to the federal 
cabinet is expected in the near 
future, the Bulletin learned 


today. 

Talk in political circles is that 
Mr. Prudham will get the post of 
minister of mines and technical 
surveys. This portfolio is now held 
by Hon. Dr. James J. McCann, who 
is also minister of national revenue. 

Dr. McCann will continue as 
national revenue minister if Mr. 
Prudham is appointed to the 
mines post, according to political 
“experts.” 

Dr. McCann has been visiting 
Edmonton for the past five days 
with high officials of the mines de- 
partment.

Because of Alberta's growing im- 
portance in the Canadian mineral 
picture, it is fe the government 
feels continued cabinet represen 
tation by this province to be abso- 
Jutely essential. 

Senator James A, MacKinnon, | 
who continued as minister with- | 
out portfolio, is said to be anxi- | 
ous to retire from the cabinet 
after continuous service for more 
than 10 years. Announcement of 
his retirement is expected simul- 
taneously with appointment of 
Prudham to the cabinet. 

Prudham has been serving as 
parliamentary assistant to Re- 
sources Minister Winters. He was 
elected MP for Edmonton West in 
federal general elections of June, |

The city’s proposed agreement with the 
First New [raiterdam Corporation to 
build the Miracle Mile affords the only 
reasonable chance of the early complete 
development of the civic centre area. 

This is the carefully-weighed opinion of 
the Edmonton Chamber of Commerce, 
composed of the city’s soundest business 
brains, and of University President 
Andrew Stewart, internationally noted 
economist, who was asked by the Cham- 
ber to make an unbiased professional sur- 
vey and report. 

It constitutes part of the answer to 
the basic questions posed by President 
Stewart as a means of testing the desir- 
ability of the agreement as in the best 
interests of Edmonton. 

These two questions, to which an af- 
firmative answer is necessary, have to do, 
first, with the best use of the property 
and, secondly, with the advantage to Ed- 
monton in the terms of the agreement. 

As The Bulletin has already pointed 
out, there is no dispute anywhere about 
the Miracle Mile being of tremendous 
physical advantage. 

What, then, of the suggested means 
of financing it? 

There are only two possibilities, civic 
investment or private investment. In the 
latter case, should it be Canadian capital 
or United States capital? 

There is no possible chance of the 
civic centre being erected with city funds 
for many years to come. 

Civic investment would mean borrow: 
ing and increased taxation, Moreover, un- 
der the charter and in view of contemplat- 
ed expenditures in the present money 
bylaws, Edmonton has less than $15,000,- 
000 borrowing capacity left. 

With regard to the use of private 
Canadian capital, President Stewart and 
the Chamber of Commerce have this to 
say: 


There’s No Alternative 


“It seems unlikely that Canadian capi- 
tal will be made available in the quantity 
required under prevailing conditions. We 
must be impressed with the fact of the ab- 
sence of any serious alternative proposal 
from Canadian sources. The Detwiler pro- 
posal offers the possibility of the early and 
satisfactory development of the area.” 

President Stewart’s report further em- 
phasizes the dangers in delaying develop- 
ment of the downtown tract. 

The city, he says, cannot possibly delay 
its growth and “if nothing is done to de- 
velop the centre property now, the people 
of Edmonton may be served, but less 
rapidly than otherwise, the development 
of the whole city will be different, and the 
opportunity for useful expansion of the 
downtown area may have been missed. 
The weight of advantage seems to lie in 
going ahead (with the present agreement) 
with the minimum of delay.” 

Town Planner Noel Dant has force- 
fully emphasized the importance of the 
Miracle Mile project as essential to the 
“development of the whole city.” 

These inescapable facts, then, are 
established by expert and wholly un- 
biased, judgment: 

1. There is no better use to which this 
property can be put. 

2. Only private capital can carry a city 
centre development plan through success- 
fully. 

3. The only source of such capital is 
the United States. 

4. Only the plan offered by the First 
New Amsterdam Corporation can prevent 
the increasing obsolescence of this city 
centre area which would impose a heavy 
burden on all Edmonton taxpayers, 

Except to reactionaries and selfishly 
interested groups and individuals, there is 
no possible alternative to the Miracle Mile 
agreement.

Welfare 


Program 
Editor, Bulletin—May I say a 
few words on behalf of the social 
welfare program which, it ap- 
pears, may be shelved because of 
the expense of the new, much- 
needed defence program? 

The reason given is that an 
over-all welfare program may be 
too expensive. This may be so, if 
charity handouts «are the only 
type of program contemplated. 
However, if we go deeper into 
what should be our immediate 
program, ie, the rehabilitation 
of disabled, we would find that 
instead of having less money in 
the country’s treasury we would 
be putting in more, 

Great Britain and the United 
States have national programs 
for rehabilitation of their coun- 
try'’s disabled which have been 
proven materially and spiritually 
sound, In the U.S. in 1948, 53,000 
persons were rehabilitated at an 
average cost of $500 each. One 
year later this group had earned 
$83 million in wages. 

Before rehabilitation they re. 
ceived about $26 million from 
social welfare groups to support 
them without working. This 
money came ovt of the treasury. 
The year after rehabilitation they 
worked for and earned their own 
way. No further money will need 
to be taken out of the treasury 
for this group. Instead, they will 
continue to pay taxes into the 
treasury out of thtir $8 million 
earnings.

These signals sometimes are 
strong enough to cause long-dis- 
tance radio blackouts, It is hoped 
to use the new antennas for pre- 
ions of this bad radio weather. 

Other signals come from the 
centre of the Milky Way, invisible 
to telescopes because it is hidden 
behind clouds of dust and gas. 
This centre is a dense hub, 
around which sun and earth are 
circling. The radio signals will be

Putting 
aside any question of whether, after 18 months, actual 
construction may start—when it does start, just how 
much of this pretty picture are we going to get, accord 
ing to the terms of the agreement? Read clause 4— 
and read it carefully, Notice the references to an “ini- 
tial project” as outlined in subsection (d). 650,000 feet 
of rentable gross floor, space is to be constructed. Tho 
auditorium is rentable! The parking is'rentable! And 
yet, under the 800,000 square feet of public service 
space mentioned in this paragraph both are also listed 
as public service, And paragraph (e) goes on to say 
that construction of remaining property may be defer- 
red from time to time... until tenants are able and 
willing to enter into leases which will ensure a reasone 
able return. So just how much, if ever, of these pretty 
pictures will we ever get—even if we give the Detwiler 
Project our approval? 

And what about the other plums—parking, market, 
nursery, art gallery, museum, sidewalks, landscaping, 
night-lighting, fountains, auditorium? 

Does anyone seriously suggest we should grant tax 
exemption on the basis of sidewalks, lawns, fountains, 
and floodlights? If we did—there’d be a flood of flood- 
lights tomorrow! 

Two stores—or one department store constitute a 
market. Can you find any other description of it in 
the agreement? The art gallery is a series of show 
windows down one side of an underground corridor— 
the museum is a series of windows down the other 
side! Worthy of tax exemption? ’ 


Nursery and children’s playground? How much... and 
how big? Stores in Edmonton paying full taxes provide 
similar facilities. 

Is parking a consideration? Since when did it become 
a public service to provide parking at ten cents an 
hour? And hasn't the city decided that all future 
buildings—tax exempt or not—must in future provide 
off-street parking? 

Are these things worth the giving of property valued 
at two million dollars? We can make a better deal!
